MAUNA LOA VOLCANO 


Honolulu, Juno -2. 


Mauna Loa Hawaii's famous volcano, spouted molten rivers of destruc: 
_ tion over the countryside today in a yiolent eruption which smashed 
two villages and could be seen 200 miles away. 


Police said that no casualties wére reported in towns. 


Two persons who 


had been reported missing in streams of red hot lava were found safe ~ 


later . 


They were elderly Abraham 
Lincoln, Postmaster of Hoo-~ 
kena, and his wife who were 
given shelter with 75 other 
refugees in the resort town of 
Kona. 


The spectacular 
Java flowing Uke bloated snakes 
to the Pacific ocean 15° miles 
away. One of the red rivers was 
two miles wide. Lava fNowed ra- 
pidly to the coast. 


Lorrin Thurston, publisher of 
the “Honolulu Advertiser,”  snid 
this was the first time In recorded 
history that flows had reached the 
sea in less than two days.

She sald she, acr‘husband/and 
four friends had made an outrig- 
ger canoe trip. along the coast 
where they watched the lava 
surge Into the water in tremen- 
dous clouds of steam that’ shot o 
mile into the air.

Catholic Church and its adjoining 
cemetery disappeared under the 
moving molten lava.

‘Burby saw Java spurting. from 
a ragged gash on the South West 
slope of Mauna Loa.

The plane: nosed ~ over’ Mauna 
Lon's 13,000-foot * crest for the 
first look’ at the ékuption.

Diggory Piper, of Launceston, 
in the county of Cornwall, wag 
called. He sald that he had a 
commission from the Lord Ad- 
miral of Englund and her Majesty, 
Queen Elizabeth, which author- 
ised him to sezq any ships “ap- 

erteining to any Spaniard or 


other nations" should they be 
enrrying grain, shot, powder, or 
victuals "to serve the enemies of 
her Majesty and this her realm 
of England.” :

Ho subdued them “after long 
fight’ and in due courre brounht 
the ship In to Falmouth, At Fal- 
mouth after three weeks' étay he 
wis forced by his complny to 
make a sale of the ‘goods, partly 
to relieve the necessity of his 
wounded men and partly, he con- 
cluded virtuausly, “to help the 
extremity of the poor people o 
the country.” 


The Angel had been bound for 
Lisbon, and when they broke 
bulk they had found on board 
wheat, rye, barley, pitch, tar, deal 
bourds, and 1,600 flitches of 
bucon.
